WASHINGTON, July 26.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| A tariff conference of Kepub- 
lican Senators was held at Senator Evarts’s 
residence tonight, at which a decision was 
reached that the Finance Committee shall 
prepare a tariff bill asa substitute tor the 
Mills Bill, and that it shall then be reported 
to the Senate and taken up and passed, re- 
gardiess of the length of time this may re- 
quire. 

Various propositions looking to an early 
adjournment and postponement of the tariff 
battle until December were suggested, but 
the arguments advanced by the advocates of 
the policy of passing the bill and making a 
direct issue as early as possible were 80 
strong that the assemblage became emphat- 
ically unanimous in favor of the course 
finally adopted. 

MONEY FOR HEAVY GUNS. 

The Senate Committee gu Appropriations 
has agreed to report an amendment to the 
Army Appropriation Bill, appropriating 
between 6,000,000 and $7,000,000 for the 
establishment of a gun factory at West 
Troy, N. Y., and for the manufacture of 
coast-defense guns. One section of the 
amendment appropriates $750,000 for the 
erection of the necessary buildings, and 
their equipment with machinery and fix- 
tures. Another section appropriates 
$5,000,000 for the purchase of steel for 
power coast-defense guns of 8, 10 and 
inch caliber. An appropriation is also p 
posed for the purchase of torpedoes. 


WASHINGTON NOTES. 


A Bill to Stop the Adulteration of 
Food 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The House Committee on 
Agriculture today decided to report to the 
House the Lee .Bill, to prevent the sale, 
manufacture or of adulter- 
ated articles of food, drink or drugs; also 
the substitute for the Butterworth Bill, de- 
fining lard and imposing a tax on compound 
lard, and regulating its sale, importation 
and exportation. 

The select committee appointed by the 
House to investigate the charges of the in- 
clusion of improper matter in the Rebeiliun 
Records publication resumed its inquiry to- 
day. Representative Grosvenor, Gen. 
Boynton and Capt. Brayn, foreman of the 
Government Printing Office, testified. 
Nothing important was developed. 

Postmaster-General Dickinson today is- 
sued a circular Jetter of instruction to post- 
masters that under the provision of the 
Postofiice Appropriation Bill recently 
passed by Congress postage on seeds, cut- 
tings, buibs, roots, scions and plants will be 
charged at the rate of 1 cent for each two 
ounces or fraction thereof. The former rate 
was 1 cent per ounce.

WASHINGTON (D.C.), July 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.}| Senate.—Mr. Cullom 
offered a preamble and resolution reciting 
the published statements that the Minneap- 
olis, Sault Ste.

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THE CONVENTION. 


GATHERING OF THE REPUBLI- 
CAN OUANS TODAY. 


Prospects for a Full Convention and 
a Mighty Lively Time—List of Del- 
egates as Reported — Candidates 
Thus Far Announced. 


At 10 o’clock this morning the Republi- 
can Cousty Convention will assemble at 
Turnverein Hall, this city.

SUICIDE OR MURDER. 


A MAN FOUND DEAD NEAR THE 
MISSION ROAD. 


Indications That He Was Shot While 
Sitting on a Fence—No Clew to His 
Identity — Various Theories Ad- 
vanced, but No Good OClew. 


What looks like another murder. mystery 
came to light yesterday. Between6 and 7 
o’clock in the morning word was received 
at the Coroner’s office that the dead body of 
atnan had been found in a vineyard be- 
tween the first switches of the Southern 
Pacific and the powder-house, on the Mis- 
sion road, about half a mile beyond the 
County Hospital. The undertakérs at once 
went out to the place, where they found one 
of the section hands of the railroad watch- 
ing the body, which was. lying face down- 
ward, just inside the fence. The man’s 
hat was still on, and his 


also another pool of blood on the ground 
where the body lay, which was oozing from 
a bullet-hole on the right side of the head, 
about two inches back from the temple. 

careful search was made about the piace for 
the weapon with which the deed had been 
committed, but not a sign of anything 
could be found, nor were there any tracks 
leading to the place. From the manner in 
which the body lay it would appear that the 
dead man was sitting on the fence when he 
was shot, and, strange as it may seem, had 
sat there for some considerable time after 
he was hurt, judging from the amount 

blood on the ground, and when he became 
so weak that he could no longer retain 
his balance on the fence, had pitched 
forward on his f with his hands foided 
underneath him on bis breast. This theory 
is strengthened from the fact that on the 
inside.of the legs of his pantaloons were 
drops of blood, as though blown against 
his legs by the wind in dripping to the 
ground. Another peculiar feature was the 
blood stains on his fingers, which looked 
as though the man had been running his 


fhe body was placed in a coffin and 
brought, to the undertaking establishment 
of Orr & Suten, on Spring street, where a 
careful examination was made, but 
NO CLEW TO HIS IDENTITY 
could be found. There was not a letter or 
document on his person, the only thing in 
the way of paper being a copy of THE 
Times of Monday, which was in one of the 
pockets of the coat. The body was that of 
aman about 5 feet 7 inches in height an 
weighing about 160 pounds, with biac 
short-cut hair, gray eyes and clean-shaven 
face,and had on what had once been a 
black sacque coat, badly worn, a biue flan- 
nel shirt, cheap gray mixed pantaloons, 
clean and cheap congress gaiters. In the 
hip pocket of the pantaloons, contained in 
& woman’s worn tan kid’ glove, were a 
bunch of keys, with a brass check with the 
inscription, “Room 6, J. D. C.”’; a brass tag 
with a bird on it, but no name;a 
brass chain, and two watch = rings, 
but no watch There were aiso 
two knives, one two-blade black 
knife and a small white one, and a soiled 
bandana handkerchief, but not one thing 
to establish his identity. The hat was as 
ordinary white sombrero, considerably 
worn, and known as a “cowboy” hat. Dr. 
1. E. Cohn made a post mortem, and found 
the bullet embedded in the left hemisphere 
of the brain. The bullet looked like that 
of a 45-caliber revolver, and was jagged 
from passing through the skull. 
THE INQUEST. 

Coroner Meredith held an inquest at 2 
o'clock. The only witness examined was 
Dr. Cohn, who testified to the cause of 


death as A. autopsy. The 


men who foun y were have 
been present, but they did not 
put im an ap ce, and it was stated by 


the Coroner that the only thing they could 
testify to was the bare fact of finding the 
body, and that they had seen the deceased 
for severa! days t walking up and down 
the railroad track, apparently going to or 
coming from town. He had always waiked 
very erecs, and never spoke to any one, but 
seemed to ing over something, and 
that tliey did not know his name or where 
he lived. The Coroner also stated that no 
revolver or other weapon had been found 
in the vicinity of the corpse, and the jury, 
after viewing the body, returned a verdict 
that the deceased came to his death from a 
gunshot wound in the head inflicted by a 
person or persons unknewn. 
CONFLICTING THEORIES. 

One of the theories advanced was to the 
effect that the man had been shot by acci- 
dent; that he had been sitting on the fence, 
when some one had either thought be was 
trying to get into the vineyard, and shot to 
frighten him off, or that some one had shot 
frem the road to frighten him, thinking he 
was asleep on the fence, and, when they 
saw him fall, had run off. 

Those who favor the suicide theory think 
that heclimbed up on the fence and shot 
himself, and that some tram comin 
along, had seen the revolver and picked it: 
~~ did not disturb the body. 

‘There were a number of advocates of both 
theories, each of whom was certain that he 
was correct. Detective Hayes was present 
at the inquest, but did not venture an opin- 
ion. He will, however, inves the

The first is the postponement of the 
county nominations, a step which we 
hold is demanded by considerations of 
expediency and in deference to a clear 
public sentiment. The feeling in favor 
of this step we find to be overwhelm- 
ing among Republican voters. We 
have heretofore given reasons for the 
course advocated. Among them are 
the fact that postponement would have 
the effect of smashing slates and in- 
ducing other candidates to enter the 
race, so that the chances of securing a 
first-class man for each office would be 
increased. The second matter — the 
rape of the ballot in the Fourth 
Ward —furnishes anotber subject 
for the serious consideration of 
the convention. The outrage should 
be condemned in unqualified terms, and 
provision made for redressing the 
wrongs suffered by the honest electors 
of that ward. While we do not advo- 
cate postponement on account of ir- 
regularities in a single ward or precinct, 
we point out that its effect would be to 
punish the citizens of the Fourth Ward, 
the only legitamate chance of obtaining 
a voice in the choosing of county can- 
didates. Opon no principle of justice 
or equity can seats be given to men who 
are not known to have been elected. 
If it were a question of a difference of 
a few votes, a decision of the dispute 
might properly be entrusted to the 
Credentials Committee of the conven- 
tion, but to seat. a setof delegates from 
a precinct where there was a strong 
opposition, and where the votes were 
not counted, but destroyed, would 
be to introduce a most revolutionary 
and dangerous precedent into our po- 
litical system. 


Let it be clearly understood that we 
take this position without reference to 
the composition of the Fourth Ward 
tickets, whether caucus or anti-caucus. 
It is the principle we contend for— 
that principle is a fundamental and 
vital one. No ticket was elected, hence 
the necessity of a ‘*new deal.” 

The task before the convention is in- 
deed a responsible one, but we have 
faith that the delegates will show them- 
selves equal to the occasion. The 
Republicans ought to carry the county 
by a large majority, and can do 
so if nothing be done to disgust 
honest voters and destroy . the 
harmony of the party. Any attempt 
to introduce boss rule, to run through 
a fixed-up slate, or in any other manner 
override the will of the majority, must 
inevitably have such a tendency. Nor 
would the evil result be confined to the 
local ticket. The national ticket would 
assuredly suffer, also. The Prohib- 
itionists, actively encouraged by the 
Democrats, are very alert and aggres- 
sive in this section. They would be 
ready ina moment to take advantage 
of dissatisfaction in the Republican 
ranks and to draw therefrom recruits 
who are inclined to sympathize with 
their tenets.

The Assessment Roll. 


The result of Assessor Mason’s ardu- 
ous labors appears this morning in 
THe Tres, in the shape of the county 
assessment roll for the fiscal year 1888. 
It is an interesting document, and 
foots up a big total — $107,752,803 
against $92,279,666 for the previous 
year, an increase of over fifteen million 
dollars. The increase is, however, 
really much larger than this, as a 
cursory inspection of the table will 
show that the assessments have been 
made ata much lower rate of valua- 
tion than last year. Los Angeles 
county evidently continues to grow, 
notwithstanding the cessation of 
the ephemeral real-estate excite- 
ment, which was merely an _ 
cident in the history of our ad- 
vance. In fact, the cessation of this 
craze, from the ill effects of which we 
are just beginning to recover, will 
be found to mark the commencement 
of an era of solid prosperity, 
far exceeding anything yet witnessed 
in this county.

The ‘Negro Conference Ends 
in a Free Fight. 


Pistols Drawn and Blows Exchanged 
by the Dusky Delegates. 


The Immigration Inquiry Beginning 
to Bear Fruits. 


Four Chicago Anarchists Indicted for the Plot to 
Avenge the Recent Execations—The Con- 
vention of Reilroaders Refases te 
End the Burlington Strike.

INDIANAPOLIS, July 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated The Negro Democratic 
National Conference, called by J. Milton 
Turner and 17 other colored men, convened 
in the rooms of the Hendrick’s Club of this 
city this morning. Sixty-four delegates 
were present. - 

J. Milton Turner called the conference to 
order, and proceeded to explain that the 
call for a conference had been issued be- 
cause he believed it was time for the negro 
voters to assert their understanding at least 
of the primary principles of American 
sovereignty. The elevation of Cleveland 
to the Presidency, he said, had broucht po- 
litical emancipation, which was felt by no 
one more than by the negroes, and they had 
the honesty and courage to meet Grovei 
Cleveland’s administration half way. He 
introduced Charles H. Sheiton of Evans- 
ville, Ind., as temporary chairman. 

_ Shelton was chosen by the anti-Turner 
Democrats at a stormy caucus held last 
night.

The balance 
of the morning session was occupied in 
noisy and heated wrangles over the forma- 
tion of the Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization. 

The afternoon session was far more 
stormy than that of the morning, and was 
given up to a discussion of the reports of 
the Committee on Permanent Organiz. tion. 
The majority report recommended Prof. H.

Thomas Fortune of New York was made 
permanent secretary. The minority report 
named J. Milton Turner for permanant 
chairman. 

C. H. J. Taylor of Kansas City, ex-Min- 
ister to Liberia, strongly urged the election 
of Clark, declaring that new converts to the 
Democracy should not be put in charge of 
the ship. He characterized Prof. Clark as 
the “noblest negro Roman of them all.” 
Great confusion again prevailed, and 
Turner finally obtained the floor, and, re- 
plying to Taylor, called him a national buf- 
foon, which threw the conference into a 
state of excitement.

Plummer, and cries of “‘fraud, thief,” and 
“vou’re a liar,’”’ were roared from all sides

The friends of Clark 
Plummer and the Turner men shook their 
fists angrily at Plummer, denouncing him 
in vehement and profane terms. Finally 
W. T. Scott, the Cairo editor, who was con-

Scott drew a revolver from 
his et and selected Mail 
Agent Ogilvie of Columbus, O., as his vic- 
tim. Matters were now at a white heat. 
Local spectators, both white and black, at 
the sight of the pistol, made a mad rush for 
e door, and tumbled pell mell down 
stairs. Meantime Ogilvie and half a dozen 
others had drawn their firearms, and blood- 
shed seemed imminent, when acolored po- 
lice officer rushed in and, with assistance, 
shoved the struggling combatants into the 
directors’ room in the rear, when they inef- 
fectually tried to shoot one another. Scott 
and Ogilvie were placed under arrest, but 
the officer was prevailed upon to release 
them. Many delegates had also fled during 
the fracas. 


Chairman Shelton finally secured order, 


and announced that he knew that Secreta 
Plummeér’s figures were incorrect. “The 
true vote was 32 for Clark and 30 for 
Turner, and he then therefore declared 
Peter H. Clark of Ohio permanent presid- 
ing officer of the conference; which then 
adjourned amid confusion until 10 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. 

It is thought that Turner and his follow- 
ers will refuse to enter the conference to- 
morrow, and will form an organization of 
their own. 

A largely attended mass-meeting was held 
in the basement of the courthouse tonight.

IMMIGRATION INQUIRIES. 


Congressional Investigation Opened 
at New York. 

New York, July 2%.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Today tne committee ap- 
pointed to look into the immigration affairs 
of the country at large began its work. The 
first session of the committee opened at the 
Westminster Hotel this morning. Chair- 
man Ford of Michigan and Congressmen 
Morrow of California and Guenther of Wis- 
consin were the only members of the com- 
mittee present, but Gen. Spinola and Con- 
gressman Oates are expected to arrive to- 
morrow. None of the New York Commis- 
sioners of Immigration were present at the 
opening of the inquiry, nor was any one else 
there to represent Castle Garden. 

‘The first witness to take the chair was E. 
L. Boas, passenger agent of the Hamburg 
line of steamers, He was questioned about 
the manner in which the company trans- 
acted its passenger business. He described 
the company’s system of agencies in this 
country and Ryrope. Witness said every 
person buying a ticket has to present a pass- 
port showing that he is allowed to emigrate 
and has not committed any crime. The 
company, he says, takes «reat pains to in- 
spect all passengers, in order that none 
shall come over who would not be allowed 
to land here. 

Boas was questioned closely by each of 
the committeemen on this passport ques- 
tlon, and acknowledged that the principal 
point dwelt on in the document was whether 
or not a would-be emigrant was liabie for 
military service.

MORE DYNAMITE. 


Arrest of Another Anarchist—Seyv- 
eral Infernal Machines Captured. 
CuicaGo, July 25.—|By the Associated 

Press.}| The drag-net of justice enmeshed 
today another of the Anarchists who 
sought revenge upon the representatives of 
the law in the persons of Bonfield, Gary 
and Grinnell. A gunsmith named Rudolph 
Sevic was arrested before daylight this 
morning, and is now behind the prison 
bars under bonds of $7000. He is charged 
with being the individual who furnished 
the dynamite to the conspirators who in- 
tended to assassinate the three law officers 
most prominent in the Haymarket prosecu- 
tion. 
- Sevic acknowledged that he has been ille- 
gally dealing in dynamite, and that he has 
sold over 50 pounds of the explosive to vari- 
ous persons’ within a year. He will only 
admit having sold 10 pounds to Chicagoans, 
and asserts that he either never knew or 
cannot remember who they were. 

Inspector Bonfield says he has proof that 
10 pounds, if not more, went to the Anarch- 
ists Kronek, Chapek and Chieboun. — 

It 1s definitely known that Seviz bouglit 
on May 26th, from the American Powder 
Company, in Chicago, 25 pounds of dynam- 
ite. Itis 10 pounds of this purchase that 
has been traced to the recently arrested 
trio of assassins. Sevic claims that 10 
pounds of the 25 went to a farmerin Ne 
braska. On the 8d day of June he pur- 
chased 25 pounds more, which he claims to 
have sold toa farmer in Minnesota, but is 
unable to give his name or locate him. 

Inspector Bonfield is positive that Sevic 
was in league with the three dynamiters ar- _ 
rested afew days ago, and sold them the 
explosive with which they expected to de- 
stroy Judges Grinnell and Gary. Sevic isa 
Bohemian, 28 years old, and of intelligent 
appearance, 

inspector Bonfield last night also cap- 
tured several infernal machines. They are 
of zinc, about five inches in height, of cy!- 
indrical shape and_two and one-half imches 
in diameter. Inside of these cylinders are - 
others of equal height, about an inch 
in diameter. These inside cylinders are 
filled with dynamite, and between them and 
the outside covering the space is filled with 
broken glass, lead a and broken iron. 
In the tops of the .inside cylinders fulmi- 
nating caps are placed, with fuse attached. 

Inspector Bonfield will not say whether 
or not these machines were found in Sevic’s 
house. Sevic’s arrest was kept secret until

BOARD OF FOKESTRY. 


Abbot Kinney Reviews Its Work for 
the Past Three Years. 

SAN FrRANctscoO, July 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] At a meeting of the State 
Board of Forestry this afternoon, a compre- 
hensive review of its work since its estab- 
lishment in 1885 was read by Hon. Abbot 
Kinney. It was stated that it has been 
most difficult to find experienced and com- 
petent men to take charge of forest work 
as the board has enlarged its field. Cali- 
fornia, more than any State in the Union, 


will feel the disastrous effect of forest de- | 


struction, and the Commissioners have 
therefore introduced bills into every recent 
Congress giving control of the mountain 
forests to properly-constituted forest of- 
ficers. A number of violations of the laws 
have been prosecuted. A marked increase 
in the sale of forest lands is noted. 
Seven hundred and forty thousand acres 
were taken’ up prior to June 1, 1887, 
and since then and up to May, 1888, there 
has been 160,000 acres taken. An accurate 
forest map of the State, according to the 
survey lines of the sections, is being made 
by Engineer Davidson and the botanist of 
the board. Prof. Lemmon is engaged upon 
an exhaustive report of forest flora of Cali- 
fornia. The board has commenced the col- 
jection of a museum of forestry and also 
undertaken the establishment in the differ- 
ent climatic belts of the State of experimen- 
tal stations to ascertain what trees are best 
for each locality. One at Chico and one at 
Santa Monica have been established, and 
the board has offers of 80 acres 
at Pasadena, San 
Diego, 40 acres near Merced, and 40 acres 
on the Colorado River. At the end of the

propert 5,000 and 225,000 trees 
ready for next year’s planting. 

Mr. Kinney referred to the death of 
James Bettner of Riverside as a loss to the 
cause of forestry in the State. 

The re of Special Agent Behan, who 
represents the board in the south, stated 
that he has examined the forests and water 
courses contiguous to Los Angeles, and 
finds the volume of water in the streams 
diminished fully 50 per cent. by the partial 
denudation of forests in the water-sheds.
